T HE King having caufed to be examined in 

Council bis Letters Parents of the Month of 

January 1716, by which his Majefty on Per- 

miffion to all the Traders in his Kingdom to carry 

on freely the Commerce of Negroes, Gold Duff, 
and all other kinds of Merchandise on the Coaft of 

Africa, from the River of Serra Liona to the Cape 

of Good Hope ; and his Majefty being informed, 

that inftead of the Advantages which were expected 
from that general Liberty, very great Inconveni- 
encies had arifen from it. The Competition of 
the many private Traders who traffick. on that 

Coaft, and their Hafte to get rid of their 

to avoid the Expence of a long Stay, being the 

Reafon why the Natives of the Country beat down 

fo exceflively the Price of Goods carried to them, 

and raife fo extravagantly the Price of Negrocs, 

Gold Duft, and other Goods which are fetched 

from thence ; fo that the Trade there is become 


and impraéticable 5 his Majefty has refol- 


ved to provide againft thefe Inconveniencies, by 
accepting. the - af ihe India Com a, for 
tran{porting annea ooo Negroce at 
Iflands of inftead of the Num- 
ber of 1000 Negroes, dire&ted by the Letters Pa- 
tents of 1685, in cafe hie Majefty thall be pleafed 
to eftablifh in Favour of the faid India Company 
the fole Privilege for Commerce on the of 
Guiney, which will prove the more cafy to the faid 
Company, and more advantageous to the State, be- 
caufe the faid Company is in a Condition of car- 
ing both from the Indies and from France all 
orts of Merchandize proper for the Trade on thofe 
wpon the Arrival o ips there may argoce 
ready for their Return : The Company will net 
only be able te fupply the French Colonies of A- 
merica with a fufficient Number of Negroes for la- 
bouring and improving their Lands, but alfo to 
bring into the Kingdom a confiderable Quantity of 
Gold Duft, and other Merchandize proper for 
Trade. His Majefty being in bis Counc}, with the 
Advice of the Duke of Orleans Regent, orders as 


follows, 

Article I. 
_ His Majefty revokes the Grant formerly made by 
his Letters Patents of the Month of January 1716, 
for carrying on Commerce on the Coaft of Guiney, 
and now gives and grants to the lodia Compan 
for ever, the Trade of Ne Gold Duff, 
other Merchandize, on the Coaft of Aftick, from 
the River of Serra Liona to the Cape of Good 
Hope : On Condition the India Company tran- 
{port sama to the French Iflands in America, the 
Nomber 3000 Negroes at leaft, as above-men- 


Article Il. 

_ His Majctty exprefly forbids all his other Sab- 
je&ts to carry on any Trade to the Countries afore- 
named, cither from French or Foreigo Porte, on 
any Pretext whatloever ; as alfo to tranfport Ne- 
ti. from any Country whatever to the French 
nds in tica, on the Penalty of Confilcation 
of the Ships, Arms, Stores, and
